In the news today we 
.hoar the .names of such 
countries as Ind o ,n e s 1 a, 
Korea, Parkistan and Thai¬ 
land. Each country offers 
interesting foods and eating 
habits. We have adopted 
some of these recipes, with 
our own variations, a.nd 
have learned to enjoy and 
appreciate the foods of these 
far off lands. 

The republic of Indonesia 
consists principally of Java, 
Bali, Borneo, Sumatra and 
various other small islands. 
Most of these are formerly 
a part of the Dutch East In¬ 
dies. 

Java is probably, gastro- 
nomically speak i.n g, the 
most interesting. Rice is the 
principal food and the rice 
table, or rijsttafel, i.s world- 
renowncid’. This was origi¬ 
nally a Javanese dish, but 
the Dutch colonists took to 
it and have adopted it for 
their own, somewhat modi¬ 
fying its preparation. 

Rijsttafel consists of many 
different foods on a bed of 
boiled rice. Each person is 
served with a large soup 
plate filled with rice and 
. each, person helps himself to 


the various side dishes. 
There are usually combina¬ 
tions of fish, shrimp, chic¬ 
ken or beef as well as an 
occasional vegetable disli. 
Each helping from the side 
dishes is carefully placed on 
the mound of boiled rice 
and eaten seiparately, not 
mixed together. Many of 
these dishes are quite spicy 
and to temper the spicy 
food tiny side dishes of 
palate refreshers, such as 
sliced cucumbers, grated co¬ 
conut, and chopped peanuts 
are served. The only bever¬ 
age served with rijisttafel is 
cool beer. 

.Spices most frequently 
used are ginger, coriander, 
cumin seed, chili pepper, 
mace, saffron, garlic, and 
tararind. Coconut, fresh or 
dried and grated, and lemon 
rind and jui(x?, and soy 
sauce are also used In many 
of the Indonesian recipes. 
In Indonesia the rice i.s 
coooked the day before it is 
to be used so that it will 
dry. 

Until fairly recently Kor¬ 
eans lived their own lives, 
eating rice, barley, wheat,

Under A Fictitious Name? 

If So You Must 
Re-Register it Now! 

See News Article Below 

New Law In effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

The average property as¬ 
sessment level in L.A. Coun¬ 
ty stands at 24.5 per cent of 
market value, compared to 
the statewide average of 
23.9 per cesnt announced to¬ 
day by the State Board of 
Equalizatloji. 

Noting that all 58 county 
assessors have declared that 
they are now assessing at 
25 per cent of market value, 
which the law required all 
counties to do in 1971, 
Chairman Richard Nevins, 
w h o represents Southern 
California on the Board, ex¬ 


plained the seeming differ¬ 
ence; 

The county assessor is. In 
fact, assessing at 25 per cent 
of his latest estimates of 
market value. But all of his 
apprai.sals may not be 1971 
values — the county may 
be assessing on appraisals 
made two or three years 
earlier. In the meantime the 
property may have increas¬ 
ed in value. The Bf)ard’s 
figures, however, are based 
an current appraisals which 
do consider the rece.nt in¬ 
creases in value. 

The assessor does not 
have the resources and staff 
to adjust every property 
value every year. He has to 
devote his resources to these 
areas where the value 
changes have been the 
greatest since the last ap¬ 
praisal. 

To reach, its figures, the 
Board statisticians use a 
carefully designed technique 
called “Ra.ndom Stratified 
Sampling” in which each 
year five to six thousand 
properties are appraised. 

County ratios and Board 
ratios differing by ,no more 
than 4 percentage points 
from the statewide average 
ratio are considered by the 
Board to be within an ac¬ 
ceptable tolerance zone. 

This year’s statewide 
weighted average is 23.9 per 
cent, and no county ratio 
fell outside the tolerance 
zone of from 18.9 to 27.9 per 
cent. 

The Board’s figures show 
that fo.ur counties have ra¬ 
tios greater than 25 per cent. 
But the Board stressed that 
these are preliminary ratios, 
which may be adju.sted 
downward when final ratios 
are reported in late August. 

Significance of the figures 
is that a county’s assess¬ 
ment ratio i,s the key to a 
number of programs involv¬ 
ing more than $650 million 
in state school equalization 
aid, as well as assessment 
appeals, repayment of school 
construction funds borrowed 
from the State, tax rates of 
i.ntercou.nty districts, and 
other matters. 

State aid is distributed to 
school districts with rela¬ 
tively low taxable wealth 
per child. The Board’s ratios 
are used together with a 
school district’s assessed 
value to compute a district’s 
taxable wealth. School dis¬ 
trict repayment of state 
loans and their debt limits 
are also established by for- 
miula.s which involve these 
ratios.

SENSING THE NEWS 


You and Your Neighbors 


A sharper tax axe will fall with a vengeance on 
Los Angeles County Taxpayers who own property this 
year. Rates are up from $12.38 to $14.45 per hundred. I 
predicted this 5 years ago and now predict that unless 
the people stop it themselves the rates will go over $20. 
This year’s higher market value will be on top of the 
rate raise. The same pattern prevails all over California. 

HOW IT HAPPENS. We elect Boards of Ti-ustees for 
Junior Colleges. Last week the Los Angeles District 
Board considered next year’s budget which included over 
1 million doliars for what they call “community services.’’ 
Those were new swimming poois, recreation halls, playlets, 
ring around the rosy musicals, puppet shows, unidentified 
sociological egg hunts, and old movies of Charley Chap¬ 
lain and W. C. Fields. All to be bought for the communi¬ 
ties as extra curricular stimulators to feed the academic 
ego. 

A 3 cent property tax raise would turn the trick 
and raise the million dollars, so the proponents trotted 
in a College President to testify that the people were de¬ 
manding these services. The people he meant were College 
Presidents who would cry for gold plated yachts and 5 
carat diamond rings, if the taxpayers would foot the bill. 

The proposed budget called for a 13 cent property tax 
raise and I argued that at least this one boondoggle be 
cut out. By a 4 to 3 vote the Trustees cut it out. The 
property taxpayers saved over one million dollars. 

Board members Richman, La Follette, Orozco and An¬ 
tonovich voted for the taxpayers. Members Washington, 
Wyatt and Bronson voted for the boondoggle. It was quite 
a battle. 

I contend<‘d that the purpose of the Junior Colleges 
was to prepare students for a University education and 
not to moonlight as a stand-in for departments of Parks 
and Recreation already being carried out by the County 
and City. 

Board member Washington said he did not necessarily 
represent the taxpayers but failed to say who he did 
actually represent. To me, Board members Wyatt Bronson 
and Washington appeared as little sawdust Ceasers who 
having accidentally fallen into the public trough were hell 
bent to guzzle while the guzzling was good. It was clear 
that for the taxpayers, they ain’t. 

Incidentally, although the Los Angeles Times had their 
man at the Board meeting, the west’s greatest newspaper 
(by their own admission) failed to print a word about 
the tax cut passed by the Board of Trustees. But we 
know why don’t we?

Simply Raise Taxes?? 


The annual “battle of the budget" must bo as con¬ 
fusing to the public as it is frustrating to the I^egislature. 
But all of the charges and countercharges notwithstand¬ 
ing, the resuit will always be limited by one uncompli¬ 
cated provision of the State Constitution — the budget 
must be balanced. 

Unlike the federal government , California cannot 
spend money it doesn’t have. When a governor proposes 
to spend more money than the State can expect to col¬ 
lect, he must also propose some ways to make up the 
difference. This can mean cutting back existing program 
costs, proposing new taxes, or a combination. 

Governor Reagan asked for a minimum budget and 
a maximum effort to cut spending. What he got from 
the Democratic leadership in the Legislature was a maxi¬ 
mum budget 07.3 billion — and a very minimal effort 
to enact the reforms he requested for state welfare. Medi¬ 
cal, and the tax structure. 

On July 3, three days into the new fiscal year, the 
Governor finally asked Republican legislators to help 
pass an inflated budget and thereby allow him to use his 
item veto power. In this way he was able to reduce it 
by a record $500 million before signing it into law. 

But budget cuts are painful, and in the wake of the 
Governor’s item vetoes, we have heard the anguished 
cries of those groups and public entities that failed to 
get the funds they asked for. Many of the complaints are 
justified. But what choice did the Governor have? 

Even after slashing a half-billion dollars from the 
budget, it is still out of balance by $465 million, and 
will continue to be until the Legislature either enacts the 
major reforms the Governor has proposed or decides to 
impose another massive tax increase on the public. And if 
Democratic leaders are successful in restoring some of 
the cuts by overriding gubernatorial vetoes, a tax increase 
will become an absolute necessity. 

Republicans have taken the position that any tax in¬ 
crease should be a last resort. Thus, we have continued 
to demand passage of welfare, Medi-Cal, and tax reforms 
in advance of any attempt to override vetoes. The Gover¬ 
nor believes his reforms would provide funds to balance 
the $6.8 billion budget he has signed. When we have ac¬ 
complished this, wo can more appropriately begin to dis¬ 
cuss overrides and increases. 

Neither the Governor nor Republican legislators are 
oblivious to the fiscal problems of our schools, nor do we 
deny that state employees deserve salary increases. The 
real issues are how to go about raising the money for all 
these needs, and how much the taxpayers can be asked 
to pay. 

The Democratic leadership has continually taken the 
position that we should simply raise taxes. That is a tradi¬ 
tional solution to all problems and, indeed, is one reason 
we have so many problems. If the taxpaying public must 
continue to be plagued by the high cost of government, 
the very least we should do is assure that our tax dollars 
are well spent. 

It doesn’t seem unreasonable, therefore, that Republi¬ 
cans continue to demand reform in advance of new spend¬ 
ing — efficiency in advance of new taxes.

Beating the System 


Many stories have appeared telling ol abuses of the 
federal government’s food stamp program. Now one comes 
to light that equals or tops the best of them — or the 
worst. It also helps to explain how hippies can thrive 
on thin air. 

After interviewing one of these freeloaders, a column¬ 
ist for the Oakland, California, Tribune, writes, “He boasts 
that for 50 cents he buys $28 worth of (food) stamps . . . . 
Each week he uses the stamps to buy exactly $27.51 worth 
of groceries and gets 49 cents back in cash as change, the 
maximum amount of cash change he can get on a pur¬ 
chase. Then he adds one penny for the 50 cents to get 
his $28 worth of stamps for the next week. The fourth 
week of the month he sells his food stamps to friends for 
$15 cash. Thus in a month he’s paid out 53 cents for $112 
worth of stamps, for which he gets $83.53 worth of food 
and $14.47 net profit in cash . . .’’ It seems there Is always 
a way to beat the system — particularly the system of 
a burgeoning welfare state.

Mileage to and from Pasa¬ 
dena, based on an estimated 
cost of 11 cents per mile, 
amounts to $307.56. 

Booking time at Pasadena 
and tran.sportation time in¬ 
volves a minimum of one 
hour. Based on an average 
salary of $.5.50 per .hour, the 
labor costs amount to 
,$1281.50. 

These booking .statistics 
appear to bo a fair indicator 
of our future needs since the 
number of arrests has re- 
mai.nod fairly constant over 
the pa.st five years. 

1 contacted Mr. Bar.ne.s of 
S.B. Barne.s and Associates 
to verify the iinsafe condi¬ 
tion of the jail. I understood 
the jail area was of special 
construction of reinforced 
concrete and because of this 
thought it may have been 
safer than the rest of the 
building. I was advised by 
Mr Barnes that due to the 
basement construction, the 
jail area is as subject to 
.d'.omago as the rest of the 
building. 

I contacted the City At¬ 
torney during the week to 
determine if in his opinion 
the city would be placed i.n 
jeopardy by utilizing our 
jail for short term deten¬ 
tions (bookings pending the 
posting of bail or release to 
other agencies). He felt as 
an interim mea.sure that 
this would be permissible. 
As a ro.sult, our tomporary 
policy permits short term 
detentions but those cases 
involving detention in ex¬ 
cess of four (hours are being 
transferred' to Pasadena City 
jail. 

We presently are analy¬ 
zing our statistical data 
further to determine what 
effects it will have on our 
manpower and level of sei-v- 
ice if we will be required 
to transport all bookings, 
regardless of the length of 
detention, to Pasadena. If 
lliat is the case, it appears 
the ca.se, it appears the 
problem will be major and 
may necessitate additional 
personnel. 

'The problem would be 
somewhat lessened' if we 
could conti,nue to house 
short term detentions and 
wo presently are considering 
several a 11 e r ,n a tives by 
which we could minimize 
the cost and adverse effects 
on the level of police serv¬ 
ice. 

I will be prepared to re¬ 
port on these matters at the 
.next regular meeting of the 
Council,
